MOTORISTS SEARCHING 
FOR A COMPROMISE.

‘The other day I went for a drive 
with 9, motor salesman of long and 
wide experience, and, among s 
great. many other dnteresting 
things, he told me that in his 


| opinion the saloon form of coach- 


work had immensely stimulated 
the sale of cars during the past 
year or two, but that its popu- 
lnrity,, so fat as the. small -type 
went, was ‘distinctly on the wane.

‘a compromise, For years. we en- 


dured the harsh rigours of summer 
land winter in open cars, equipped 
with absurd hoods masquerading 
very unsuccessfully as weather pro- 
tection, our only alternatives being 
expensive and heavy limonsinss, 
londaulets, or cabriolots.- Then 
came, in’a single night as. it were, 
the kind of car Iabelled ‘Interior 
Drive,” the mother.of the saloon 
which followed immediately after- 
wards. ‘Within a very short time 
the saloon became smal! and cheap, 
and though distinctly nasty. here 
and there, thoroughly popularu 

For a long time large mumbers 
of people thought that the problem 
of, camfortable. all-the.year-round 
road-travelling “had been solved, 
and the sale‘af saloons went aky- 
wards, and with it, as my- friend 
remarked,. the sale of cars in 
general! 


Now we are noticing: the begin- 
nings of a change. The shortcom- 
ings of the asloon are being realis- 
ed, morg especially those of. the

who can afford only one car, and 


| that"of moderate price and size, is 
discovering that. the: little. coach: 
built saloon, even when it is good 
“value for money,” in the way of 
being well built at the price, is far 
“from being an unmi blessing.’ 

He is discovering that his enall 
coachbuilt. saloon usually gives 
him o depressing combination of 
stufiness and draughts, peculiarly 
noticeable in- summer, a restricted 
outlook on ‘summes.. scenery, and 
uncounted and elusive rattles and 
squeaks. He! knows that’ most, of 
.these things are due to its law cost, 
but the knowledge is of no practi- 
cal comfort. | 

He is likely to be Tuckier in his! 
search. for the better compromise 
than any of his predecessors. 
There are examples of ingenious 
coachwork on the English market 
to-day which really do.. represent 
an intelligeht attempt to provide 
your cold-hating, . stuifiness-despis- 
ing, draught-fearing, and, above 
all, “open-air.” | Briton, with 
carriage in which he wij! be 
comfortable most of .the:. year 
round, They are‘still moro or less 
noveltics, and, in consequence, mob

poration ‘which distributes them, 

“Tn ‘any type of internal com- 
bustion- engine, it is well-known 
that menns must be provided to 
control the entry and exit of giises 
tduring intake and exhaust strokes 
of the piston. In Knight engines, | 
two cylindrical sleeves, onc Working 
inside the other and concentric with’ 
the piston, operate within ‘each 
cylinder, .while the pistol travels up 
and down in the bore of the inner 
slceve, Films of oil separate the 
sleeves from each other and from 
both the piston and the cylinder 
wall. * ” 

“The mixture 
from the carburetor, to one side of 
the cylinder (just as in a poppet 
valve engine), and cxhaust gas 
is expelled from the opposite 
side.’ -Rectangular/openings, call- 
ed “ ports,” are'cut out on both 
sides of the inner-and outer sleeves. 
It is through these openings or 
“ ports'” that the gases are -intro- 
duced or éxpelled from the cylinder. 
The ‘ports ”. on cither side of the 
sleeve coincide. with one_ another 
only at the’ exact time when it is 
required to admit or expel] the gas 
from the cylinder. ‘The opening on 
the sleeves are closed i te 
thereafter by the Panag {one 
sleeve over the opening of the other 
sleeve. ; : 

‘The motion of the sleeves which 
causes the ‘ ports’ to coincide for 
intake and then for exhanst, each 
nt the proper time, is imparted 
through a connecting rod fitted. af 
the base of each’ siceve ‘and fastcn- 
ed at the other end to the eccentric 
shaft. "Rotation of this shaft, which 
thus operates both sleeves for each 
cylinder, is effected by a silent 
chain driven from the front end of 
the crank shaft. The-mechanism of 
the’ eccentric shaft (which ‘corres 
ponds to the cam shaft ina pappet 
valve motor) is so designed that 
tha sleeves move in‘ alternate qirec- 
tiona, ‘one ‘sleeve moving down as 
the ather goes up, and. vice verra. 
The total travel of each sleeve is 
approximately qne inch, - 

“The cyéla of operation is: as 
follows: When the piston is at the 
top of its stroke and ready to re- 
ceive, its charge. of gasoline mix- 
ture, ““the sleeve openings .on the 
carburetor side of the engine come 
into line and.allow the vapour to 
enter the cylinder.
